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HISTORY OF THE BEARS 
By Krank A. Korch 

The Chicago Bears are one of the most famous teams in sports 
annals. Winners of seven National Football League championships, they 
rank at the very top of the pro grid world. The history of the Bears 
from 1920 to the present day reads like a magnificent parade from one title 
to another, with championships and records strewn all along the path 

George Halas organized the Bears twenty nine years ago. The 
club originally was known as the “Staleys”, and first played its hon 
games at Decatur, Lil, under the sponsorship of the A. [. Staley Co 
Halas moved his team to Chicago the following year, played at Cubs 
Park, and won the championship in the first season of the Nationa! 
Football League, which had been organized that fall in Canton, O. 

Among the early day Bears were such well known players as Chic 
Harley, the Sternamans, Ed and Joe, Link Lyman, Ed Healey, George 
Trafton, Pete Stinchcomb, Hunk Anderson, Hugh Blacklock, Guy 
Chamberlain and Don Murray, Their mighty brogans were filled by 
Red Grange, Bronko Nagurski, Jack Manders, Bill Hewitt, Joe Kopeha, 
Danny Fortmann and Joe Stydahar. 

The parade of stars has never stopped for the Bears. Sid Luckman. 
George McAfee, Gallarneau and Bulldog Turner came along, and be- 
hind them now march Johnny Lujack, George Connor and Bobby Layne. 
the future greats of the Halas clan. 

Since 1920, the Bears have scored 277 victories, as for 79 losses 
They hold a series edge over every team in the National Footbal! 
League, and have competed in and won more championship playoffs 
than any rival. The Bears’ total point record stands at 5,997, and this 
of course includes the 73 points scored against the Washington Redskins 
in the 1940 title game. 

George Halas’ Bears not only have won more games, and more 
championships than any other club, but also rate tops at the gate. They 
have helped to set attendance records in practically every city of the 
National Football League. More fans have seen the Bears than any 
other team in pro grid history. They hold the Polo Grounds record in 
New York jointly with the Giants. (70,000 paid to see Grange make 
his New York debut in 1925). The Bears and Giants also drew the 
largest playoff gate in 1946. It was the Bears who drew the largest 
pro attendance in Los Angeles, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, and of course, Chicago. The Bears also hold the high mark for 
the College All Star game in Chicago (101,100 in 1942). 

Some scribes accuse the Bears of owning virtually the entire 
record book. That isn’t quite true, for other clubs also have helped 
write pages of glory for the National Football League. 

But the Chicago Bears take pride in the fact that besides being 
first in championships, first in total victories and first in points, they 
also have been first to broadcast a pro game; first to hold a barn- 
storming tour in football; first to practice every day; first to have u 
club song and a club newspaper; first to cover their field with a tar- 
paulin, and first to take movies of a professional game.

Hunk Anderson confines his 
duties to the line, where he is in charge. Paddy Driscoll handles the 
backheld men. Gene Ronzani instructs the quarterbacks, while George 
Wilson acts as coach of the ends. This is the same sextet: whieh com- 
prised the Bears’ Board of Strategy in 1947. [tis the largest and most 
versatile coaching staff in football. AV sis members are experts in 
teaching the T-Formation. 


GEORGE HALAS 


A Chicago product, who is affectionately known as “Papa Bear.” 
Jorn on the west side, Feb. 2, 1895, he attended Crane Tech and gained 
state-wide reputation in baseball, basketball and football,  Matriculated 
at the University of Mlinois in the fall of 114, 

A member of the Fighting Illini varsity in 1915-16 and ‘17. Halas 
gained All-Western recognition but actually attracted more attention 
on the baseball field and was well) scouted by major league ivory 
hunters. Captained basketball team in final year. Graduated in January, 
1918. 

Halas entered the Navy immediately after graduating from Illinois, 
Sent to Great Lakes Naval Training Station and became a member of 
the famous Blue Jacket cleven which defeated the United States Naval 
Academy and played in the Rose Bowl the following New Year's Day. 
Great Lakes won Service title by beating Mare Island in Rose Bow, 
Halas was placed on Walter Camp's second team All-American. 

With World War One ended, Halas signed to play major league 
baseball, with the New York Yankees. He was a training camp sensation, 
but an injury cost him a berth with the Yanks, and George concluded his 
brief baseball career that summer (1919) \ith Saint Panl in the Amer- 
ican Association. 

Halas joined the A. E. Staley Company of Decatur, [Hh, the fol- 
lowing year. He organized the famous “Staleys” football club in. the 
fall of 1920. The Staleys became the Chicago Bears the following 
season and played their home games at Cubs’ Park as a member. of 
the National Football League, which Talas helped organize. Tle has 
been a guiding light of the league ever since, 


He was first coach of the Bears, acting as playing-menter itil 1930, 
when Ralph Jones took over the field direction of the team. Tlalas 
returned as head coach in 1933, won the championship, and has been at 
the helm of the Bears ever since, except from 1942-45 when he served 
with the Navy in World War Two. 

During his service, Halas acted as athletic and recreation director 
for the Navy, chiefly in the Pacific Theater. He was decorated with 
the Bronze Star Medal by Admiral Chester Nimitz, then Commander 
in Chief of the Pacific Fleet. 


Halas won another championship upon rejoining the Bears in 1946.

LUKE JOHNSOS 


Assistant Coach and former star end with the Bears. Jolimsas is 
a graduate of Northwestern University, where he won honors ins base- 
ball and football Luke received a trial with the Cinemmati Reds, but 
turned to professional football and joined the Bears in 1928. He was 
a member of the team nine seasons.

Luke and -lunk Anderson acted as Co-Coaches of the Bears from 
November through the 1945 season, while George Tlalas was in service 

A keen student of football, Johnsos is regarded ay an outstanding 
strategist. Like Tlalas and the other members of the stall, he is an 
ardent advocate of the T-Formation. Lake makes his home in léyvanston, 
H.. and is associated with a paper company during the off season. 


HEARTLEY ‘HUNK’ ANDERSON 


One of football’s most famous line coaches, An outstanding euard 
at Notre Dame under Knute Rockne, .\nderson joined the Bears in 
the early days and ranked among the top linemen i the pro. sport. 
After concluding his professional playing career, Hank returned ta 
Notre Dame, where he acted as Rockne’s assistant. 

Anderson took over as Headman of the Fighting [Trish following 
Rockne’s tragic death in the spring of 1931. He served three seasons 
in the role of “Rock's” successor, then moved to North Carolina State 
College. Hunk also has coached at Michigan, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
University, and tutored the Detroit Lions’ forward wall before joining 
the Bears’ staff in 1940. 

Anderson is recognized as an authority on line play. Pew men ti 
fuotball have made a more thorough study of the art of blocking and 
tackling. Hunk is well known throughout the league for his defensive 
innovations. He is a resident of Detroit and a product of the Michigan 
iron country. 


JOHN L. “PADDY” DRISCOLL 


One of the greatest performers in National Mootball history. Some 
observers rate him with the all-time heroes. Driscoll earned his spurs 
at Northwestern University, where they still talk about his kicking 
exploits. Paddy was on the same Great Lakes eleven with George 
Halas, but made his pro debut with the Cardinals. 

Driscoll’s educated toe accounted for many Cardinal victories. He 
played with the Redbirds for six seasons and was acquired by the Bears 
in 1926. Paddy retired as a player at the end of the 1928 season. He 
beacme head coach at St. Mel’s High School in Chicago and moved on 
to Marquette University. Paddy rejoined the Bears, as a coach, in 
1941. He is a native Chicagoan. 
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BEARS’ COACHING STAFF 
GENE RONANZI 


One of Marquette’s all-time heroes. Ronzani, who hails from the 
north country of Michigan, was a member of two Bear championship 
teams. Gene teamed together with Carl Braumbaugh, Beattie Feathers 
and Bronko Nagurski to form one of the most potent backfield com- 
binations ever seen on the gridiron. 

Switched to quarterback in 1937, Ronzani developed into an able 
field general. He was appointed head coach of the Newark Bears but 
returned to help Sid Luckman with the quarterback duties during the 
war years. Ronzani directed Akron of the American Football League 
in 1946. He also coached the Notre Dame backfield three years ago. He 
is acknowledged to be an outstanding instructor in the intricate phases of 
handling the ball from the “T.” Resides in Chicago. 


GEORGE WILSON 


Youngest member of the coaching staff. Like Johnsos and Driscoll, 
a former Northwestern star. After ten brilliant seasons as a player 
with the Bears, Wilson moved up to the coaching staff last fall, An 
outstanding defensive end and blocker, Wilson also blossomed out as a 
pass receiver near the end of his playing career. He is in charge of the 
ends. George operates a sporting goods store in Chicago.
